Chica go, Ma y 22.—Sunda y brought 
no cha nge in me a ttitude of either side 
to the la bor controversy now in pro­ 
gress in Chica go, a nd everything to­ 
da y points to a n ex tension of the tea m­ 
sters’ strike to ma ny other business 
houses during the week. The officia ls 
of the seven ex press compa nies whose 
refusa l to reinsta te a ny of their strik­ 
ing employes ca used the colla pse of 
the settlement of the trouble Sa turda y 
night, still a dhere io their determina ­ 
tion not to give employment to a nv of 
their former employes, a nd the other 
Arms involved in the difficulty decla re 
tha t they will sta nd by the ex press 
compa nies in the fight. 
The tea m 
sters’ union ha s ta ken just a s firm a 
sta nd a s the employers, a nd it is sta t­ 
ed by President Shea tha t the union 
will never ca ll off the strike until the 
ex press compa nies come to terms. 
The first sprea d of the strike Is ex ­ 
pected to come when the lumbermen’s 
a ssocia tion, a n orga niza tion employing 
2,400 tea msters, issues a n order to 
their men to ma ke deliveries to a ll 
business houses rega rdless of whether 
they a re involved in the strike or not. 
in a nticipa tion of such a n order the 
tea msters met Sunda y a fternoon a nd 
Voted to go on strike should a ny tea m­ 
ster be discha rged » or refusing to obey 
the order of the a ssocia tion. 
With 
non union drivers ma king deliveries 
for the lumbermen the trouble will un­ 
doubtedly sprea d to a ffilia ted indus­ 
tries. a s the union men employed on 
buildings will refuse to ha ndle ma teri­ 
a l 
delivered 
by 
non-union 
la bor. 
Should this strike 
be ca lled there 
seem s to be nothing tha t ca n prevent 
a genera l Industria l uphea va l in Chi­

of Ma y 19 the enemy with two com 
pa nics of infa ntry a nd two squa drons 
of ca va lry a ga in a tta cked Chieng Tzu. 
but wa s repulsed a t I o’clock in the 
a fternoon. 
Simulta neously the enemy 
with one regiment of infa ntry a nd five 
squa drons of ca va lry a ctively a tta cked 
Ching Ya ng Pa n. hut wa s entirely re­ 
pulsed. a t 6 o’clock in the evening. 
“ There ha s been no ma teria l cha nge 
a t Cha ngtu ex cept 
collisions

scouts since we repulsed the enemy on 
Ma y 18, 
On the right ba nk of the 
Lia o river the enemy’s ca va lry is con 
ccntra ting. its ma in strength being a t

Fa koma n. At noon of Ma y 19 they a t­ 
tempted to threa ten the rea r of our 
ca mps by ma king a southwestern de­ 
tour. but our strong gua rds dishea rt­ 
ened them a nd they retrea ted fa r in a 
northwesterly direction without a tta in­ 
ing their object.”

St. Petersburg. Ma y 22.—The first 
step towa rd the institution of the loug- 
contempla ted council of na tiona l de­ 
fense, to co-ordina te the a ctivities of 
the milita ry a nd na va l a dministra tions 
ha s been ta ken in a n Imperia l ma ni­ 
festo crea ting a specia l prelimina ry 
commission under the presidency of 
Gra nd Duke ¿ Nichola s Nichola ievitch. 
The ma nifesto is preceded by a re­ 
script which Emperor Nichola s ha s 
a ddressed to the gra nd duke, which 
concludes with the ex pression of the 
conviction tha t the commission will 
ca rry out the ta sk confided to it with­ 
out dela y a nd with the ca re a nd un­ 
divided a ttention which the high im­ 
porta nce of the new institution de­ 
ma nds. 
The forma tion of the council a nd the 
a ssumption by it of control of the wa r. 
Is ex pected to ensue shortly, a s the 
ma in deta ils ha ve a lrea dy been worked 
out. 
The dispa tch of Gra nd Duke 
Nichola s Nichola ievitch. who is desig­ 
na ted a s the president of the perma ­ 
nent sta te defense council, to Ma n­ 
churia to a ssume direct comma nd of 
the imperia l forces there, ha s been 
severa l 
times seriously considered, 
a nd he ha s served repea tedly of la te 
a s representa tive of the emperor on 
commissions dea ling with vita l ques­ 
tions of the wa r. 
The ex isting council of wa r, which 
ha s proved unsa tisfa ctory, will be su­ 
perseded by the new body. 
The step 
is a n ex tremely importa nt one, for 
which the events of the wa r in the fa r 
Ea st ha ve shown the necessity, the 
two depa rtments fa iling to work to­ 
gether to the best a dva nta ge, even 
when a ctua ted by the most ha rmoni­ 
ous feelings, a nd friction ha s been 
often ma nifested. Ma ny opportunities 
for helpful co-opera tion between the 
two a rms of the service a re consta ntly 
a rising, a nd if Vice Admira l Rojest- 
vensky succeeds in rea ching Vla divos­ 
tok a nd sha king the J a pa nese ma stery 
of the sex . the council will pla y a very 
weighty role. 
At the sa me time, the 
council is crea ted, not for the present 
wa r, but a s a perma nent orga nism of 
the sta te, subordina ting the wa r a nd 
na vy depa rtments a nd even oversha d­ 
owing the eza r’s ministers. 
It is understood the forma tion of the 
new council mea ns the definite a ba n­
